On Sept. 13, 1912 The Essex collided with the upper gate of the Poe lock located .at Sault Ste 

Marie, Michigan], damaging her bowsprit and the crews heads; owing to rotten condition of clamp pieces 

it was impossible to replace the crews heads, which were cleared away as wreckage. 

Forty five (45) ft of the clamp pieces on either side of the ship are rotten; owing to this 
condition of clamp pieces both Cat Heads and Bill boards are now in a dangerous 
condition. Recommend that when new anchor gear is installed, old cat heads be abandoned 
and the new type of tripping gear be installed. When new clamp pieces are provided it will 
be necessary to also furnish 45 ft of new rail, carrying same to bowsprit for a finish; deck over 
old heads; providing small hatched for same which would convert this space into ideal boatswain 
lockers. 


Gun Deck alterations. Recommend that present obsolete head on port side be removed and that a sanitary head with six seats, 

a urinal and shower bath for enlisted men be installed. On the starboard side remove present 
obsolete Officers head, replace same with new, provide shower for officers and install an open iron 
trough with six faucets, to be used by enlisted men in lieu of a wash room.
